The'old paper brings back the sawmills'and the invigorating 


smell of pine; it brings back the frisky trout jumping around 
in the old Prairie river; it brings back the log drive; -the Indians 
selling berries, the slab burners, thejiver booms, arbutus and the 
woods.

It brings back" vividly the old lumber days of the Wisconsin 


river valley.

We were, however, struck-with one thing in the home paper 


the other day. 


That was a list of names, tenderly surrounded with a pretty 


border by the home printer of the boys of Lincoln county who 
laid down their lives in the recent war. 


We looked over those names with interest. We remember 


the names, we knew many of the fathers and mothers,—but the 
boys'were in knee pants most of them when we left the old town. 


The thing that was most impressive about the list was the 


number of boys c* German extraction included, in that list. Out 
of a list of 33 boys in Lincoln county who laid down their lives 
over 20 of them were from fathers and mothers who had come to 
this country from Germany. Look over these names,—they

, settled in among the dense pines and hemlock forests of Lincoln 
county and began to hew their future. It was a hard struggle. 
The pine stumps were barriers ihat would discourage all but the 
hardiest. These young fa.thers and mothers, however, kept at 
it and today Lincoln county is becoming one of the leading agri- 
cultural sections of the state.
